which God swept away all 
false

from 
men who 
thou ght 
themselves secu re. 
He had experienced many great 
storms and had seen the terror with 
which many people met the fu ry of 
the elements both by sea and land; 
bu t no one cou ld claim to have seen 
anything qu ite on a level with this 
storm spoken of by Isaiah when the 
sou l of man was left naked in the 
presence of God, shorn of all false 
defences 
and su pports. 
Yet there 
was a su re fou ndation, an adama- 
tine basis u pon which man might 
bu ild, by which he was 
kept 
u n­ 
shaken, 
u ndistu rbed, 
u nmoved, 
throu gh 
every 
storm, and 
which 
was in strong contrast to the inade­ 
qu acy referred to in the text. 
The u nrequ ited and despised love 
of (he Lamb of God was mentioned 
in Revelations as being tu rned into 
wrath. Apart from God, man had no 
means of protection or defence from j 
the fires of conscience, the power of 
passion, the attacks of the evil one, 
the wrath of God; bu t he sou ght 
to find su ch means for himself. One j 
of these short beds had narrow' cov­ 
ers, some of these valu eless 
su p- j 
ports, that men cling to was hu man j 
reason. The Christian religion hon-1 
ored reason; bu t there was some-1 
thing greater than the mind of man. | 
Mere intelligence never solved the j 
problem of sin or saved from

Byron, Bu rns, Edgar j 
Allen Poe, and Hu me were exam- j 
pies of the fact that the highest 
gifts of the mind were impotent to j 
satisfy man’s conscience, to 
allay!

The power to make 
money, the Bible said, was the di­ 
rect gift of God; bu t the man who

its insu ffici­ 
ency.

pleasu res. The whole world seemed 
afflicted with the plagu e of light- 
mindedness. They might drink from 
the fou nt of every worldly pleas­ 
u re; bu t they wou ld never find sat­ 
isfaction—only satiety and su rfeit.

religiou s formalism; 
bu t there was no good to be got by 
trying to appear religiou s. 
Unless

was applied,

the sou l. Again, men depended u pon 
all forms of skepticism and infidel­ 
ity. infidelity was a cypher with the 
rim off, merely a great denial.

D iscontent flourishes larg ely in pro­ 
portion to the inability of the peo­ 
ple to rear and educate families. 
The slog an that the 
world 
owes 
leach individual a living , which 
is 
false because the world does not 
¡owe 
any body any thing , 
should be 
chang ed to read: 
“Society owes it 
to 
itself in 
its own interest 
to 
create those conditions by which it 
is possible for thrifty , intellig ent, 
hard w orking people to rear not less 
than three healthy , up-standing , in­ 
tellig ent 
children.” 
A 
perm anent 
A m ericanization 
under 
any 
other 
plan is not possible. 
C ertain it is 
that Am erica will be a very different 
country if, in the lang uag e of H. G. 
W ells, food becomes “the skim ped 
production of a fring e of inferior 
workers.” 
About a y ear ag o, I had occasion 
to w rite: 
"No nation, using the word nation 
as a sy nony m for race, can 
long 
survive in this new ag e under such 
conditions. 
The land will of course 
rem ain, and conceivably the politi­ 
cal institutions of the country may 
continue w ithout m aterial modifica­ 
tion, but one race of people m ust 
continue to succeed another unless 
the efficiency of production is m ain­ 
tained. 
Ma k ing Es tima te . 
‘How often this rotation of races 
may occur, m ust of course, depend 
upon the veriest of forces and cir­ 
cum stances too complex to perm it 
of prophecy . 
In g eneral, however, 
we m ay not be far wrong in estim at­ 
ing the tendency a t three g enera­ 
tions or about once in every hun- j 
dred y ears. 
“It is interesting to note in this i 
connection th at in three centuries, j 
the U nited States has 
had 
fo ur' 
g roups 
of 
im m ig rants 
following 
each other in rath er definite succes­ 
sive waves, nam ely : 
(1) Eng lish. 
(2) Irish, (3) Teuton and Scandi­ 
navian and (4) a m ix ture of races 
from the Balkan and other M editer­ 
ranean countries, including also the 
Poles. 
It is 
also 
sig nificant that 
while each g roup soug ht the land, 
th eir 
g randchildren 
occupy 
the 
cities. 
The colored race has only 
been free about fifty y ears.” 
W hich way are events trending — 
tow ard building up the cities a t the 
ex pense of the country , or are they j 
tow ards the establishm ent of better 
and m ore prosperous rural life? 
I 
believe the latter, but then I would 
sooner be an optim ist and be wrong 
som e of the tim e than be a pessi­ 
m ist and alw ay s be rig ht. 
In sup­ 
porting my optim ism , I invite y our 
attention to certain leg islation oc­ 
curring during the past five y ears. 
Le gis la tiv e Ac ts . 
Pour leg islative acts, three 
by 
cong ress and one by the State leg is­ 
lature, are, taken in their entirety , 
of the g reatest sig nificance. 
I re ­ 
fer to the R ural C redit Act, estab­ 
lishing 
federal 
land 
banks, 
the 
Sm ith-Lever Act, under which farm 
bureaus have been established, the 
Sm ith-H ug hes Act, providing for in­ 
struction in ag riculture, home eco­ 
nom ics and m echanical training in 
secondary 
schools and 
m aking it 
m andatory on state boards of edu­ 
cation to provide such instruction, 
and fourth, the action of the State 
leg islature providing for land set­ 
tlem ent. 
These four activities are 
com plem entary and all lead to bet­ 
ter farm ing and better rural life. 
The R ural Credit Act provides a 
method by which the saving s of the 
people m ay be invested in ag ricul­ 
ture, just as heretofore they have 
been invested in corporations which 
have built railroads, factories 
and 
g reat office building s. 
H eretofore, 
when a m an invested in bonds, his 
money w ent to m ake life easier in 
the city . 
Now, when he invests in 
bonds, it m ay make life more com­ 
fortable in the country . 
Ba s is of Pia n. 
The R ural Credit Act is based up­ 
on the fact th at since every one is 
born into the world w ithout credit, 
every farm in America m ust be re­ 
financed at least three tim es in a 
century . U nder this act, a m an may 
borrow fifty per cent of the value 
of his real estate and tw enty per 
cent of his im provem ents and pay it 
all in annual or sem i-annual am or­ 
tized 
pay m ents 
during 
tw enty to 
thirty y ears. 
He can pay both prin­ 
cipal and interest at the interest 
rate he 
form erly paid 
on money 
which he borrowed. 
It 
enables 
a 
thrifty , capable renter to become a 
land owner and it enables an ag ri­ 
cultural colleg e 
g raduate 
to 
look 
forw ard to the tim e when he may 
own a farm . 
I am perhaps too close to the work 
conducted 
under the 
Smith-Lever 
Act to speak judicially concerning 
it. 
This act has made it possible 
to bring to the farm er’s very door 
the latest inform ation concerning his 
calling , and it has also enabled him 
throug h the farm bureaus, to 
or­ 
g anize one of the m ost efficient and 
representative of concerted action 
among farm ers in America. 
Smith-Hughe s Ac t. 
Supplem entary to the Smith-Lever 
Act is the Sm ith-H ug hes Act. 
It is 
interesting 
th at 
during 
the Civil 
W ar, P resident Lincoln sig ned the 
M orrill Act req uiring , among oth’er 
thing s, the 
establishm ent 
of 
col­ 
leg es of ag riculture and m echanical 
arts, out of which have g rown the 
g reat state universities of this coun­ 
try . 
W hile the nation has supported 
hig her education, therefore, for more 
than half a century , 
the federal 
g overnm ent never had any jurisdic­ 
tion over the secondary instruction 


until during the Wo rld War Presi­ 
dent 
Wilson 
signed 
the 
Smith- 
Hug hes Act. 
W hat the Mo rrill Bill 
did for hig her educatio n the Smith- 
Hng hes Act will in time do fo r sec­ 
ondary education. 
Thro ugh instruc­ 
tion 
in 
ag riculture 
in 
seco ndary 
schools, 
especially thro ugh 
bo y s’ 
and g irls’ clubs and 
pro ject wo rk, 
y oung men and women are 
beco m­ 
ing leaders in the breeding 
o f do ­ 
m estic animals, in increasing the 
y ields of crops and eventually , it is 
believed, in the 
creatio n of success­ 
ful homes» 
And now, finally , th e 
Sta te 
has 
g one farther and created 
a sy stem 
of land settlem ent which has for* its 
fundamental aim the placing 
o n the 
land only those people who from 
training and tem peram ent are likely 
to succeed. 
It also aim s to create 
conditions under which success is 
reasonably possible. 
Durha m Se ttle me nt. 
On approx im ately 6000 acres in 
the Durham settlem ent, 120 fam ilies 
have, since June, 
19 18 , 
taken 
up 
holding s. 
Of these holding s 25 co n­ 
sist of two acres or less and are 
provided to m eet the needs of m ar­ 
ried farm homes. Dr. M ead reports: 
“W hen this property w as purchased, 
it 
was 
occupied 
by 
ten­ 
ants 
and 
hired 
labor. 
Today 
120 fam ilies live in th eir own hom es 
and till their own fields. 
In these 
hom es there are over two hundred 
children.” 
In this settlem ent, there 
is no Japanese q uestion, 
no 
Hin- 
dustanee menace and no hobo prob­ 
lem ; a t least, not y et. 
W hat the fu­ 
ture may develop, only the future can 
answ er. 
For the six ty y ears ending 19 10, 
about 1500 farm fam ilies had been 
added to California annually . 
The 
num ber added y early has not varied 
m aterially throug hout 
this period, 
ex cept during the Civil W ar w hen 
the num bers were, of course, g reat­ 
ly reduced. 
This addition of 120 fam ilies 
to 
Butte 
county * is 
not 
im portant, 
therefore, from 
the 
standpoint of 
num bers. 
Re a l Importa nc e . 
Its im portance lies in the recog ni-S 
tion th at an unsuccessful farm er is i 
not an asset to the S tate ; th a t a | 
farm is not a place for a perm anent | 
bachelor; th at the fertile land of the; 
U nited States m ust be reserved f o r 1 
those who wish to rear and educate 1 
children as well as to raise food and 
clothing m aterials; and th at it is in 
the interests of the people of the 
cities, as well as those of the coun­ 
try . th at the conditions of ow nership 
and developm ent shall be such as to 
cause intellig ent, capable A m ericans 
to seek hom es in the open country . 
If we are compelled to adm it th a t 
food and clothing can be produced 
only under conditions req uiring a 
subm erg ed 
foreig n 
laboring class, 
then we m ust m ake the further ad­ 
m ission th at dem ocracy will fail and 
A m ericanization is a 
w ill o’ the 
wisp. 
The prim ary purpose for bet­ 
ter farm ing is not necessarily cheap 
food, however im portant th at m ay 
be. 
But the prim ary purpose is a virile 
educated citizenship.
